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A LABOUR OF LOVE 



Graham Patriquin was kind enough 
to speak to me regarding the progress 
of his book on the history of the School. 
It is without title yet but near com- 
pletion. Everything has been written 
2-6 drafts apiece with some redoing 
needed. Parts of the manuscript are 
at the printer's now and hopefully we 
will have our first glance at the finish- 
ed product next fall. 

Mr. Patriquin began this task in the 
Autumn of 1973 and found that the 
research was definitely the most enjoy- 
able part of the job. He spoke to over 
200 individuals for facts and informa- 
tion, twenty of which were lengthy, 
formal interviews. 

The book will contain a generous 
number of rare photographs and 
almost all of the people in them have 
been identified. Unfortunately, many 
amusing stories he heard were un- 
questionably unfit to print but he 
laughingly told me that he was tempt- 
ed to include them nevertheless! 

For Mr. Patriquin personally, the 
most fascinating period of the School 
were the Crawford Grier years which 
he has described in detail. 



This book was not written without 
difficulties to overcome. For example, 
the years 1914-1921 were very badly 
documented with little Resource 
material for him to refer to. Also, one 
of his most wonderful sources of in- 
formation, Elliot Durnford (B.C.S. 
1916-1919) died in 1974. 

The manuscript is divided into three 
parts — 1 Qualities of the School which 
made it enduring; 2 Chronological 
History and 3 a Section of an entire 
spectrum of subjects. For instance, 
the School had four fires which play- 
ed major roles in the development of 
B.C.S. This part of the book has bits 
of trivia such as famous nicknames 
and a petition signed by several stu- 
dents in the 1930's demanding dry 
toast. 

Graham says that he is not at all 
tired from his work and could go on and 
on developing the facts that he has 
accumulated. However, he is aware 
that you are all anxiously awaiting 
the birth of this special child. Never- 
theless, you may have to wait at least 
until he solves the greatest mystery 
of all his research - Who got the 
Cleghorn Cup in 1948?
